Harry Martin was announced as “Citizen of 
the Year” by the Sierra Madre Chamber of Com¬ 
merce this week. David May headed the selection 
committee. 

Martin and his wife, Pluma, have lived in Sierra 
Madre since 1953 and make their home on South 
Sunnyside. 

Most recently, Martin’s efforts to cover the 
graffiti that has sprouted up all over Sierra 
Madre have become well-known. He has also taken 
on the one-man job of keeping bus stop benches in 
good condition and was instrumental in the con¬ 
struction and finishing of the band shell in Memorial 
Park. He was mainly responsible for raising funds 
for the sound system that is now integrated into the 
band shell. 

“I’m highly honored. I’ll do the best I can,” 
Martin told The News in the interview Monday 
just following the announcement. 

At 87 years he is an active “streetwalker” 
and every morning over coffee with “the boys” 
manages to settle the affairs of the world. He also 
reads, writes and raises vegetables. 

His usual lunches consist of his vegetables, 
onions, carrots, tomatoes and radishes, and dinners 
are usually “meat and potatoes.” 


Percell still ‘at large’ 

Authorities continue to pursue Jeffrey Stephen 
Percell, 30, who is wanted for the murder of his 
parents, Alice and John Percell of Sierra Madre. 

He is wanted on a no-bail warrant for two 
counts of murder. 

The Percells were found in their home, shot to 
death, three weeks ago. 

Also missing is Mrs. Percell’s cream-colored 
Mercedes, license 2 DCB 722, a sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment spokesperson said. 

Pat Smith, a spokesperson for the county 
coroner’s office, said that Mr. Percell died of two 
gunshot wounds to the back of his head and one 
to the right side of his neck. 

Mrs. Percell died instantly from one gunshot 
wound behind her right ear. Wounds were made 
by a small caliber gun. 

Jeffrey Percell is 5’10”, 200 lbs. with red hair 
and blue eyes. He has not been seen in Sierra 
Madre since Police Officer Lanae Long saw him at 
the Percell home a day before the homicides were 
discovered. 


fie was born Oct.^25^'l901 in Illinois “on 
the banks of the Mississippi River” and lived there 
until his 17th birthday when the family moved to 
Peoria. He arrived in Los Angeles, Sept. 2, 1922. 
“After batting between Idaho, California and Arizona 
I decided to settle in California in 1925,” he says. 
And in October of 1952 the Martins moved to Sierra 
Madre. 

He and his wife, Pluma, have been married since 
July 31, 1926. “It’s been a trial marriage — a trial 
for her,” he jokes. 

The “Citizen” was a house painter and paper- 
hanger by trade and his retirement “was a gradual 
process that began at about age 75.” 

Martin and his younger brother, who will be 84

years old this month, are the most long-lived of 
the whole family. He lost his mother when she was 
56 and his father lived to be mid-70s. 

“Pluma raises the flowers, keeps up the house 
and cooks wonderful meals,” he says and notes that 
they have “an ungrateful cat. Mitten the Kitten, 
who is 10 years old and still runs the show.” 

He has written two books, nostalgic pieces 
that he will touch upon, he says, at the Citizen 
of the Year dinner, Thursday, Jan. 19.

Fire department purchases extra equipment 


A $3100 Macintosh computer, recording cassettes 
and physio-controlunit system will be added to the 
two automatic heart denbrillalors, purchased with 
Have a Heart Drive funds. Fire Chief Ed Tracy 
announced this week. 

The system will provide vital statistical informa¬ 
tion for emergency medical personnel on arrival 
at the hospital and later review by the Emergency 
Medical Services program advisors. Dr. Russell 
Maatz and Dr. David Tsai. 

“This equipment will greatly enhance our Emer¬ 
gency Medical Technician l-D program and we are 
grateful that the funds raised by the Have A Heart 
Drive will enable us to purchase and install the 
system immediately,” Tracy slated. 

The system monitors all activity and vital 


signs, from pulse rate to respiration, with specific 
time increments, as well as recording all verbal 
communications and observations at the scene, 
providing invaluable information to the medical 
personnel who receive the patient from the EMT 
l-D’$ at the hospital. 

Roger Lowe, Emergency Medical Services Co¬ 
ordinator, stated that the equipment, which will be¬ 
come an integral part of both units, was added on 
the advice of the programs two advisors, Drs. Maatz 
and Tsai. 

What actually occurs at the scetiv, he said, is 
that the EMT l-D's first analyse the victim’s vital 
signs — whether he or she is responsive, breathing 
and has a pulse rate — and take immediate appro-

one every year but feel the importance 
of it deems its necessity again. 

We Ik^ you will not forget the fol¬ 
lowing reminders during this Christmas 
season: 

make sure it’s fresh by shaking it light¬ 
ly. If more than a few needles fall 
off, chose another tree. Ask the seller 
whwe his or her trees were grown. Trees 
trucked over long distances are probably 
not as fresh as those cut nearby. 

Store your tree outside until you 
are ready to use it. Keep the cut end 
in water and shelter the tree from the 
wind so it won’t dry out too quickly. 

When you’re ready to put the tree 
in a stand, cut about an inch off the 
trunk. This fresh cut will help the tree 
absorb water and stay fresher longer. 

Place your tree away from the fire¬ 
place, radiators and other heat sources 
and water it daily. 

Use only tree lighting sets which 
have a testing laboratory label. Replace 
any set that’s worn. Bare wires or a bad 
connection can easily start a fire. Don’t 
overload extension cords or run them 
under rugs. 

Check tree lights each day. If lights 
have caused needles to turn brown, 
shift position of the lights and keep 
them on only for half-hour periods. 

Never use indoor lights outside or 
vice versa. Unplug all lights before going 
to bed or leaving the house. 

If you use candles to decorate 
your home, keep them well away from 
flammable decorations, drapes and 
doorways. Never use real candles in 
windows or on trees. Make sure all 
candles are extinguished before leaving 
the house or going to bed. 

Most important of all, however, is 
to get your tree soon from the Sierra

Engineers to asse^ pergola future 


Structural engineers this week will assess 
damage to the Sierra Madre city hall pergola, 
according to Oliver Dablo, public works direc¬ 
tor. 

“They will analyze fully whether to replace 
the pergola, or to partially replace it and estab¬ 
lish a cover. There is serious dry rot in the 
structure, so bad that bolts are popping out of 
the joints. And the glue holding wooden 
pieces has disintegrated. The main structure
